THE TARIFF BILL. 


PROTESTS COMING IN FROM ALL 
SIDES, 


AND EVERY ONE DISSATISFIED. 


Zhe Sherman Anti-Trust Debate—Senator 
Colquitt on His Way Home— 
General Washington News. 


Wasninaton, March 21.—[Special.]—Major 
McKinley's tariff bill, which was to have been 

resented to the full committee, is not yet 
te and there is no telling whenit will make 
Jtsappearance. Major McKinley and his asso- 
riates are beginning to find out that they have 
an elephant on their hands. On all sides op- 
position is vigorous and intense, and the com- 
mittee is trying to hammer the bill into shape, 
and get it reported to the house before it is 
emasculated beyond recognition. Everywhere 
they are giving way, backing down before the 
storm of discontent,. which is sweeping 
In from every direction. They 
have struck out the duty of 
pne dollar per pound on raw silk, and restored 
]t tothe free list. They have backed down 
from their attitude on lumber, the only gen- 
wine “tariff revision’? cut in the bill, and 
fixed the duty at one dollar and fifty cents per 
thousand, as against fifty cents, as at first con- 
templated. They are haying a monkey and 
parrot time over the duty on argentiferous lead 
ore, and it is anopen question whether they 
will not reverse their action providing fora 
duty of one and oue-half cents per pound. 
The New England woolen manufacturers are 
kicking, asare the carpet and shoe manu- 
facturers. The sugar men are determined 
in their efforts to get modifications of the 
sugarschedule, while the tobacco men are here 
jn swarms from Maryland and Virginia, saying 
that the committee’s partial repeal of the to- 
bacco tax will unsettle their business without 
giving them the relief they ask for, and they 
wouid infinitely prefer no change at all. In 
the meantime while the republicans are 
sweating over the tariff bill the democrats are 
looking onin serene contemplation. 

THE ANTI-TRUST DEBATE. 

The Sherman trust §bill provoked a long 
debate in the senate this afternoon. Senator 
Sherman, whose bill was blistered several 
weeks ago, made a concise statement of the 
purposes aimed at by the bill, taking particular 
pains to make a stab at the match trust, which 
is presided over by his political Bratus, Gen- 
eral Russel A. Alger. Senator Vest turned” 
the discussion into a channel which was very 
distasteful to the republicans. Like all other 
Renators, he was willing to do anything to sup- 
press the great octopi which was sapping the 
life ont of competition in trade, but he con- 
tended that Senator Sherman was beginning 
at the wrong end; thatit was child’s play to 
attempt to apply his remedy, as the evil was 
clearly beyond the reach of congress, and 
Shermanis. bill, if passed; would be 
thrown out of {the . supreme court 
without a moment’s hesitation. Trusts? 
he contended, were the outgrowth of 
hhigh tariff which fostered them, and the only 
Way to suppress them was to bury the ax in 
the cause which made them possible. A long- 
running debate followed, during the course of 


- which Senator Allison came out flat-footed for 


tariff revision. The bill went over until next 

‘week, when the forthcoming debate will prob- 

ably attract widespread attention. ; 
MRS. JACKSON’S PENSION, 

An application from Mrs. Thomas J. Jack- 
son for a pension for the services of her late 
husband, General ‘‘Stonewall”’ Jackson, in the 
Mexican war, was filed at the pension office 
to-day. General Longstreet wasjthe witness. 
To the above was added the affidavit 
of Dr. Joseph Graham, who was 
present at the marriage July J, 
1857, of Lieutenant J. Jackson and Miss Mary 
Ann Morrison, daughter of an eminent Pres- 
byterian divine, and niece of Hon. William A. 
Graham, United States senator from North 
Carolina in 1843, and secretary of the navy in 
the cabinet of Filmore. Mrs. Jackson will re- 
ceive a pension of $8 per month from January 
29, 1887, tip date of the passage of the Mex- 
ican Vetewn’s bill—some $304 up to this date. 

MAHONE’S JOB., 

It is understood here that e& Senator Ma- 
hone, who was buried under forty thousand 
majority in his race for governor last fall, is to 
be appointed consul-general to Paris, a position 
worth in the neighborhood of $18,000 per an- 
num. Mahone has been a political outlaw and 
negro king in Virginia since he betrayed the 
readjusters. All the power of the administra- 
tion was used to aid Mahone in the campaign 
last fall, with the result as above stated, and 
now Mr. Harrison purposes to apply the sooth- 
ing balm of office to Mahone’s feelings, which 
were greatly outraged by his overwhélming 
defeat. 

THE BRUNSWICK PUBLIC BUILDING. 

' The Brunswick delegation obtained a prom- 
ise from the house committee on public build- 
ings, this morning, to report favorably a bill 
giving Brunswick an hundred thousand dollar 
public building. The bill will be reported at 
once, and its chances of passage at this session 
are good. 

MR. GRIMES’S WORK. 

Mr. Grimes has filed a petition at the post- 
office department protesting against the ap- 
pointment of the negro postmaster at Hogans- 
ville. The negro who has been selected for 
the place is J. H. Clopton. The petition, 
which comes from Hogansville, says Clopton 
is incompetent, and totally unfit for the place. 
Mr. Grimes is very hopeful that Wanamaker 
will withdraw the appointment. 

Senator Colquitt leaves for Albany, Ga., to- 
morrow. He will carry with him the nomina- 
tions of Mat Davis, ‘‘the black’? Dudley, 
consequently the senate cannot act until he 
returns. The senator thinks if highly 
probable that Mat Davis will be con- 
firmed, but he hopes Buck can _ be 
persuaded to have Dudley’s name withdrawn. 
Even though Buck will not consent to this, 
Senator Colquitt yet hopes the senate will de- 
feat Dudley’s confirmation. However, the 
chances are that this can’t be done, for both 
Clarkson and Buck seem determined that Dud- 
Jey shall be rewarded again for his vote at 
Chicago. E. W. B. 


THE ANTI-TRUST BILE. 


Mr. Sherman Gets His Measure Before the 
Senate---The Discussion, 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Mr. Ransom in 
the senate referring to yesterday’s vote on the 
Biair bill, said that there had been some con- 
fusion about it; that he should have been 
paired as in favor of the bill, and that Mr. 
Casey (with whom he was paired) was opposed 
$o the bill. 

Mr. Plumb, from ths committee on appro- 
Priations reported back to the house the joint 
resolution authorizing the appointment of 
thirty medical examiners for the bureau of pen- 
Sions, and gave notice that he would ask the 
Senate to consider it tomorrow. 

Mr. Cockrel said that the report is by no means 
thanimous; ahd gave notice that he would 
move to amend the joint resolution by

n motion of Mr, Sherman, the bill to de- 
clare unlawful trusts and combinations in re- 
straint of trade and production was taken up 
for consideration. ’ 

The substitute reported by Mr. Sherman 
from the financial committee on the 18th in- 
stant was read, and also aif amendment that 
wasoffered by Mr. Reagan. 

Mr. Sherman addressed the senate, readin 
his argument from manuscript. He declare 
that the bill did ‘not interfere with any lawful 
business. It deals only with unlawful combi- 
nations—such combinations as were unauthor- 
ized by any law of any civilized nation, an- 
client or modern, and whose sole object was to 
control prices and to establish substantial 
monopolies which were injurious to the public 
and which should be restrained by the courts. 
All these combinations, he said,—the cotton 
trust, the whisky trust, the - sugar refinery 
trust, the copper trust, the salt trust, and 
many others—were modeled on j|the same plan, 
and involved in the same principle. hey 
were all combinations of corporations and in- 
dividuals of many states, forming a league 
and covenant under control of trustrees. In 
conclusion he said, that the defects of the bill 
were in its moderations, and that its effects 
would be to serve notice that combinations in 
restraint of trade and production, would not be 
tolerated. 

At the close of Sherman’s speech, Mr. In- 
galls gave notice of an amendment which he 
would offer to the bill. The amendment_was 
read and ordered printed. It is substantially 
the Butterworth bill,to regulate dealings in 
options or futures now pending in the house. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman,it was ordered 
that the substitute reporteA from the finance 
committee shall be treated as the original text 
of the bill, andso the amendments proposed 
by Messrs. Reagan and Ingalis are-to be 
treated as amendments in the tirst and second 
degree. 

WOULD BE THROWN OUT OF COURT. 

Mr. Vest addressed the senate. Noone, he 
said, could exagerate the importance of the 
subject or feeling that existed against trusts 
all over the country, but especially in the agri- 
cultural districts. He could have no con- 
troversy with the senator from Ohio as to 
the enormity of the abuses that had grown up 
under the system of trusts and 
combinations ; and he_ also agreed 
with him that there should be no 
hypocriticism of the constitution. But what 
was desired was one thing, and what could 
be accomplished under the autonomy of goy- 
ernment was another thing; and he could not, 
even in the face of popular indignation, which 
would be visted on any one that criticised a 
measure intended to destroy the evil com- 
plained of, violate his oath to support the con- 
stitution and violate all habitudes of though 
which had come to him as a lawyer, educated 
and trained in his professon. For congress to 
pass a law that would be thrown out of the 
supreme court under the terrible criticism 
that such “a law would invoke 
was simply to subject’ itself to 
ridicule, and to coufess that it 
was powerless to enact laWs that would give 
the people relief. He went on to argue against 
the constitutionality of the original bill as well 
as of the substitute, declaring his belief that 
the supreme court would immediately throw 
it out of court. The senate had been told last 


ion by Mr. Sherman that, whenever he 
Wisbasisie that combinations were protected 
by high protective duty he would be in favor 
itvetached that duty, and that, Mr. Vest said, 
was the real remedy. Any other remedy (with- 
out an amendment of the constitution) would 
be absolutely nugatory andineffectual. Those 
trusts (as every intelligent man knew) were 
protected by the high tariff, amd were enabled 
to work their iniquitous purposes under the 
buttress afforded by the tariff law. 

TRUSTS AND THE TARIFF. 

The debate drifted into a discussion of the 
effect of high duties upen the existence of trusts. 
Messrs. Allison, Platt, Ingalls, Teller, Dawes 
and Frye asking questions, and making sug- 
gestions in opposition to Mr. Vest’s contention. 
The latter insisted upon a ciose connection be- 
tween trusts and high duties, and illustrated 
the point by an anecdote of a suspicious old 
gentleman who once invested twenty-five cents 
in order to see the Siamese twins,and who, 
having examined the ligament which bound 
them together and noted in that ligament a 
pulsation that indicated animal life to the fall- 
est extent, he said to them—still suspicious— 
‘‘Now, boys, tell the truth. Are you brothers ?”’ 

And so in spite of the demonstration of the 
connection the question was gravely asked was 
there any connection between the trusts and 
the high protective tariff. He hoped that 
some senator would move to refer the bill to 
the judiciary committee, because it was a sub- 
ject so elaborate, so important, so overwhelm- 
ing, thatit should be approached with the 
greatest care. 

Mr. Hiscock said he wasin sympathy with 
Mr. Shermanin much of what he had said 
against the trusts, but, he argued, that the bill 
would not effect the purpose for which it was 
intended. Another fault that he found with 
the bill was that it would interdict labor 
organizations, and he believed in labor organi- 
zations. 

Mr. Blair renewed his motion to reconsider 
the vote of yesterday, by which the educa- 
tional bill was rejected, and Mr. Inman moved 
to lay that motion on the table. 

No action was taken. 

A motion to adjourn over till Monday was 
opposed by Mr. Sherman, who wished to have 
action on the anti-trust bill tomorrow, and the 
motion was defeated—yeas seventeen; nays, 
twenty-five. 

Mr. Reagan addressed the senate on the anti- 
trust bill. He hoped thatthe senate would 
adopt his amendment, which would give the 

eneral government control, in cases where 

oreign commerce was affected, leaving to the 
senate jurisdiction in cases where local trade 
and manufacturers were affected. 

Mr. Allison replied to Mr. Vest’s argument 
as to the connection between high duties and 
trusts, taking the ground that all great com- 
binations were practically outside of the tar- 
iff and independent of it. He would not ad- 
mit that even the sugar trust was,dependent 
on the tariff. 

Mr. Coke offered a substitute for the bill, 
and Mr, George offered an amendment, both 
of which were ordered printed. 

The bill then went over till Monday, when 
it is to be ‘‘unfinished business,’’ and it was or 
dered that the session tomorrow shall be con- 
fined exclusively to business on the calendar 
under the eighth rule—bills unobjected to. 

Under this arrangement the vote on Mr. 
IngalB’ motion to table Mr. Blair’s motion of 
reconsideration can not be taken before Mon- 


ay. 
in announcing parties on the Blair bill yes- 
terday the relative positions of four senators 
were misstated on the floor. Messrs. Quay 
and Ransom, who were for the bill, were 
paired with Messrs. Butler and Casey, who 
were against it. It was the reverse of this 
that was stated. 

After a short executive session, the senate 
adjourned until tomorrow. 


A Protest From Sugar Planters. 


New Orteans, La., March 21.—The Louisi- 
ana Planters’ association held a meeting today 
and adopted a series of resolutions protesting 
against a reduction of the tariff on sugar 
without a corresponding reduction on all 
other protected articles; protesting against the 
duty on sugar being changed from specific to 
an ad valorem tax, and also against the stand- 
ard being raised thirteen to sixteen Dutch 
standard, color test.

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HOW HE FIGURES IT. 


STATISTICIAN DODGE ON AGRICUL- 
TURAL DEPRESSION. 


DIVERSIFIED CROPS SUGGESTED. 


Farmers Buying What They Could Pro- 
duce on Their Own Land—The 
Overproduction of Wheat.- 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—American agri- 
culture is treated by Statistician J. R. Dodge 
in the March report of the department of ag- 
riculture. The prevalence of low prices is 
noted, and feeling of discouragement in rural 
circles throughout the world is indicated. It 
is, and has been, especially severe in Great 
Britain, and is the subject of complaint, dis- 
cussion and official investigation in Germany, 
France, Italy, and other e¢ountries. It is 
present in monarchies and republics, under 
diverse currencies and economic systems. 
Though the prices of implements, utensils and 
fabrics are also lower, the farmer’s interest ac- 


count is unreduced, and his mortgage harder 
to lift. 
THE CAUSE OF LOW PRICES. 

The main cause of low prices is referred to 
the inexorable law of supply and demand. 
Corn and wheat and other staples are cheap 
because of over-production. Immigration has 
increased the population five milliohs in ten 
years. Inter-continental areas have been 
carved into farms free to the natives and for- 
eigners, opening millions of acres to ‘cultiva- 
tion. Railroad extension has stimulated pro- 
duction and overwhelmed the east with 
western products. Speculation first and utill- 
zation afterwards have produced results that 
have astonished the world with a plethora of 
bread and meat. The old world has joined 
with the new to crowd the mountains, valleys 
slopes and far-stmetching plains of the conti- 
nent with beeves, in the haunts of the once 
countless herds of buffalo. 

OVER PRODUCTION THE CAUSE. 

In the more eastern areas maturity of 
beeves has been hastened by breeding and 
feeding. An extended comparison show, how 
in the progress of forty years, production out- 
run the population in its wildest strides. It 
is shown that wheat growing has become a 
phijanthropic] mission to makej{cheap bread 
consistent with the low wages in Great Brit- 
ain, that northwestern missionaries continue 
sowing their seeds and floating their bread 
across the waters, mourning for profits that do 
not return after many days. It is suggested 
that less than a fourth of the world eat wheat; 
that half of the people of Europe scarcely 
know its taste, and that Asia, Africa, South 
America and Australia all have wheat to sell. 

Mr. Dodge says that while there is an excess 
of production of few staples, there are insuf- 
ficient supplies of many other necessary prod- 
ucts, and the total absence of scores of others, 
which should furnish profitable employment 
to rural labor. There is too narrow a range of 
cropping. Diversification is essential to agri- 
cultural salvation. There are imports costing 
$240,000,000 per annum,of agricultural products 
which should be produced here. ‘These are 
sugar, animals and their products, fibers, fruits 
and nuts, barley, leaf tobacco, and wines. The 
farmers are suffering for the want of. the 
hundreds of millions of dollars that the sweat 
of the brows and dexterity of hands might 
produce in ‘raw materials” for scores of old 
and new industries. 

DIVERSIFIED CROPS THE REMEDY. 

It is stated that the cotton crop—valued as 
it is—would not sufiice to farnish board for the 
people of the cotton states at first-class hotels 
fora week. Thata score of other products not 
now grown, should enrich her agriculture, an? 
relieve the existing depression. It isargued 
that there should be no more need of going to 
Italy or Japan for raw silk, than to India for 
raw cotton, and as little need of going to Cuba 
for sugar. 

The statistician treats of what he charac- 
terizes as a folly of wheat growers insisting on 
going to the antipodes for binder twine while 
a million acres of flax fibre is* wasted in ad- 
joining fields, and when they could grow hemp 
enough in six months to bind the wheat of 
the world. This is, he says, exceeded only by 
the twin folly of cotton-growers, who are wild 
to go to India for jute when it will grow in 
their cotton fields as readily as weeds. 

Depression more intense will result, it is 
predicted,if the farmers continue to restrict 
their efforts, walk in the furrows their fathers 
turned, and seek to live and die in the same 
overdone and profitless routine. 

Another serious cause of depression, he says, 
is the exorbitant share of farmers’ products 
taken by middle men and carriers. While the 
growers receive twenty-five to thirty per cent 
less for beeves, the consumers pay the same 
for beef. Milk is bought for three cents per 
quart and sold for eight. The huckster often 
takes more for handling a product in a day 
than the grower received for producing the sea- 
son’s growth. The sellers’ profit on fresh fruit 
is the suggestion of greed and extortion. The 
army of dealers in futures disturb the natural 
flow of trade, check exportation by a tempora- 
ry rise, tobe followed by lower prices and 
greater fluctuations. peculators - depress 
prices when the garners are full, and boom 
them when the farmers have nothing to sell, 
as at present. 

TOO MANY NON-PRODUCERS. 

The community is infested with the pestilent 
swarms of non-producers. The curse of specu- 
lation blights and consumes the result of hon- 
est industry. Leeches fasten on every product 
of labor and suck from it the life-blood of 
profit. Men who produce nothing, who 
neither toil on farms nor spin in factories, are 
absorbing the wealth of the country, by com- 
binations without conscience, and service 
without equity. 


WITH THE COMMITTEES. 


Considering the Sugar Schedule—The Com- 
pound Lard Bill. - 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—The republican 
members of the ways and means committee 
today considered the sugar schedule and had 
under advisement a proposition to substitue 
specific for advalorem duties. There was also 
some discussion upon the rate to be fixed upon 
raw silk, but no decision was reached in either 
case. 

The committee on agriculture today reported 
favorably to the house, with amendments, of 
the Conger bill, defining lard, and imposing 
a tax upon and ae the manufacture, 
etc., of compound i/ard. 

A report accompanying the bill says the 
object of the proposed legislation, in addition 
to obtaining revenue are, first, to compel the 
branding of mixtures compounded of ingredu- 
ents other than lard, but madein the semblance 
of and sold as lard, so that consumers may be 
advised of the nature of the article they pur- 
chase ; second, to relieve manufacturersof pure 
lard of unfair competition of an imitation 
article made of cheaper ingredients and sold 
at a lower price; third, to relieve, to some ex- 
tent, the existing depression in the farmizig 
industry, caused in part by the displacement 
of a large and increasing amount of pure fat 
of the hog by spurious substitutes put on the 
market under the name and brand of the 
genuine article. 

The bill, in its main features, is similar to 
the oleomargarine law, which -the committee 
says has given general satisfaction, and the 
wrongs to be prevented and the benefits to be 
secured are in their general character the same 
in both cases. One bill applies to imitations of 
butter and the other to imitations of lard. The 
committee believes that no public interest at 
this time presses with such extreme 
upon the attention of cop for relief as to 
agricultural interest, the foundation of all our 
prosperity. ; |

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A SERVICE PENSION. 


The Bill Passes the House—The Debate 
On It. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journal, the house 
went into committee of the whole (Mr. Bur- 
rows, 6f Michigan, in the chair) on the pen- 
sion appropriation bill. 

Mr. Cheadle, of Indiana, spoke at length in 
favor of a service pension law. He explained 
the provisions of the bill authorizing a service 
pension for life toevery veteran over fifty years 
of age, who served sixty days and was honor- 
ably discharged. Under the general law all 
invalid pensioners, who receive less than $8 a 
month, and all who receive no pension, will be 

ciaries under it. Those who draw less 

than $8 a month can surrender their invalid 
pensions, if over fifty, and take a 
service pension. The service pension bill 
could become a law, and the expense of the in- 
valid and service pensions could be met with- 
out levying one cent of additional taxes upon 
the country. The total expensé of the service 
sion law would not exceed $648,000,000. 

e additional pension expense, should the 
bill become a law, for the next fiscal year, 
would not exceed $41,000,000 a year. I sup- 
pose the high water mark of pension expense 
ould reach $150,000,000 a year, and continue 


#even years. 


‘Speaking for himself, he would oppose every 


material reduction of the revenues except 
upon sugar and every material revision of the 
tariff and revenue’ schedules until 
his comrades should have re- 
ceived the pension recognition promised. 

Mr. Clements, of Georgia, said that after 
listening to the speeches of gentlemen on the 
other side, he was inclined to wonder why 
Commissioner Tanner had been requested to 
resign. The gentleman from Kansas (Peters) 
had justified the action of Tanner in puttin 
upon the pension rolls those who had rendered 
good service before they had left the army 
without permission. A gentleman had also 
jutified Commissioner Tanuer in increasing 
the $2 rate and in rerating pensions. Then 
why had Tanner been asked to resign ? 

Mr. Morrow, of Cailifornia, said that that 
qeaetion could be answered easily, but that as 
the answer would involve going into matters 
of detail, he would refrain from doing so at 
present. 

Mr. Clements inquired whether the $98,500,- 
000, which was carried by the bill, would be 
sufficient for the next fiscal year. 

‘Mr. Morrow replied that it would be suf- 
ficient to pay all pensions under the present 
laws, but that if congress passed further laws 
increasing the number or rate of pensions 
were would be a deficiency. 

‘Mr. Clements suggested further, thatin ac- 
cordance with the circular issued by -the com- 
missioner of pensions, the employes of the 
pension bureau would be utilized in working 
up cases, and he said that if this were so, there 
would be a large increase inthe amount of 
ee, even under the existing laws. 

Vithout any new laws passed by this congress, 
the sum of $98,500,000 would be inadequate, 
and there would bea large deficiency. The 
present administration had _ criticised 
the last administration for doing 
what it was now doing itself. 
He (Mr, Clements) did not. oppose just and 
liberals pensions. He was not going to vote 
against the pending bill. His only objection 
to it was that it appropriated less money than 
the administration knew would be necessary 
to pay pensions for the next year. 

he debate was continued by Messrs. By- 
num, Buchanan, of New Jersey ;{Spinola, En- 
loe, Allen, of Mississippi; Breckinridge, of 
Kentucky; Grosvenor, Panahaer Morse, of 
Massachussetts; Funston, Kerr, Flower, 
Struble, Cutcheon, Boothman and Outhwaite. 
~The committee then rose and the bill passed: 

.A number of private bills, coming over from 
Friday last were passed, among them one for 
the retirement of John C. Fremont, with the 
rank of major-general. 

On motion of Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, a 
bill was passed appropriating $25,000 to en- 
able the secretary of war to purchase 2,500 
tents for the use of people driven from their 
homes by floods, now prevailing in Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and Louisiana. 

On motion of Mr. Morrill, of Kansas, (acting 
under instructions from the committee on 
invalid pensions) the resolution was opted 
calling on the secretary of interior-for 4 copy 
of evidence taken by the committee appointed 
by him to investigate the management of the 
pension office under Commissioner Tanner. 

The house, then at 3 o’clock, took a recess 
until 8 o’clock, the evening session to be for 
the consideration of private pension bills. 


FIGHTIN THE WATER. 


A Swimmer Draws His Pistol and Fires Four 
Shots. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 21.—[{Special].]—

A WARRIOR DEAD. 


MAJOR-GENERAL CROOK, THE IN- 
DIAN FIGHTER, 


DIES SUDDENLY OF HEART DISEASE. 
Directly After Taking His Usual Morning 
Exercise He Compiains of a Short- 
ness of Breath and Expires. 


CuIcaGo, March 21.—Major-General George 
Crook, U 8S. A., in command of the depart- 
ment of Missouri, died at the Grand Pacific 
hotel, at 7:15 o’clock this morning of heart 
disease 


There had not been the slightest warning 
that General Crook was not perfectly well. 
He was at army headquarters all day yester- 
day, and last night at the hotel appeared tobe 
in his usual good health. He got up as usual 
this morning, about 7 o’clock, and while dress- 
ing he suddenly said to his wife: 

“T can’t breathe.” 

Mrs. Crook helped him toa sofaand a doctor 
was summoned, but before he could reach the 
room, General Crook was dead. 

Mr. John 8. Drake, proprietor of the Grand 
Pacific hotel, an intimate friend of General 
Crook, made the following statement to an 
Associated Press reporter: 

“General Crook arose shortly before 7 
o’clock this morning, apparently in his usual 
health, and in accordance with his custom, be- 
gan-exercising with weights and pulleys con- 
nected with apparatus for the purpose, which 
he kept in his room. After exercising for a 
few minutes, he stopped and lay down upon a 
lounge, saying that he felt difficulty in breath- 
m3 A few moments later he called out to his 
wife: 

or Mery Mary; I need some help; I 
can’t get my breath.’ 

HEART DISEASE THE CAUSE. 

‘Assistance was at once summoned and Dr. 
Huribut,who lives near by, was sent for. Every- 
thing that could be done was done, but he 
failed to rally and died at 7:15. Mrs. Crook 
and her sister, Mrs. Reed, were the only mem- 
bers of the family present at his bedside when 
he passed away. e had nochildren. I sup- 
pose his death resulted from an affection of 
the heart. For some weeks, and in fact, ever 
since he returned from his last trip to the 
northwest, he has been complaining of a bear- 
Dg ~— sensation in the neighborhood of the 

eart.’”’ 

Dr. V. L. Hurlbut, the physician who was 
summoned, said: ‘I arrived at General 
Crook’s bedside only four or five mimutes be- 
fore death supervened. He was suffering 
from irregular action of the heart, and his 
lungs, or chest, seemed to be filled up. We 
did what we conid for him in the way of hot 
applications in the way of sinapisms, hot bags 
to his feet, etc., but it was no use and he died 
without rallying. It appeared to be a case of 
heart failure, but I could not be positive about 
that, as I had never been called to attend him 
before. There may have been some stomachic 
complications.” 

HAD BEEN FAILING. 

Major Randall, of General Crook’s staff, said: 

‘‘We have noticed for some time that Gen- 
eral Crook was not in his usual health. He 
was aman who never complained, and said 
very little about his sufferings. At the the- 
ater last night, I saw that he was not feeling at 
all well, and asked him if he were not in pain. 

He said ‘no;’ but I think that was the be- 
ginning of the end.”

Honors to the Prince of Wales on His Arrb 
valin Berlin. 

BERLIN, March 21.—The prince of Wales 
arrived here this morning. He was received 
at the railway station by the emperor, Empress 
Frederick and her daughters, and a number of 
princes of reigning families of the German 
empire. A guard of honor was also at the 
station. When the prince alighted from the 
train the English national anthem was played 
by a band and the emperor and prince of 
Wales entered a carriage and were driven to 
the castle.

He manifested 
no concern, and showed but little feeling, 
seeming oblivious to his situation or the 
heinousness of the crime he had attempted.

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HALL IN JAIL. 


JUDGE SPEER FINDS HIM GUILTY 
OF CONTEMPT, 


And Sends Him to Jail for Five Months— 
A Sad Scene in. Court When 
Sentenced Is Pronounced, 


a ee ee 


Macon, Ga., March 21.--[Special.]—It w{ 
wsad scene. The sadest, perhaps, that has 
ever been witnessed in the United States court 
of this district. Their father sentenced to jail 
and the two daughters of Hall were screaming 
and sobbing as if he were being led forth to 
die. Hardly a heart in the whole ,courtroom 
but what went out in sympathy to those 
poor young ladies; Hall, himself, weeping 
bitterly, but not for himself, but for his inno- 
sent daughters, whose lives had been blighted 
by his wrong doings. 

THE CASE ARGUED. 

Argument commenced this morning at 10 
o'clock in the Hall land grabbing and con- 
& tempt of court case. W. B. Hill opened for 
the plaintiff, followed by J. A. Thomas and 
Marion Erwin for the defense. Judge Clifford 
Anderson closed for plaintiff. Argument 
had lasted four hours, and the moment it 
ended, Judge Speer, with his eyes fastened on 
Hall, spoke as follows: 

SPEER’S DECISION AND JUDGMENT. 

“The case which has been pending for the 
last nine or ten days has presented a most im- 

osing spectacleef a people who are accus- 
tomed to the orderly and the lawful methods 
of a free country; a member of an_ honorable 
and a learned profession, presumably skilled 
in the science and literature of the law ; ap- 
prised by an experience of long familiarity 
with the courts, with the respect and obedience 
commanded by their final action, and abso- 
Intely essential to stable government, and 
the quiet enjoyment of his rights of 
property by every citizen, atsworn officer of 
the court, bound by the most solemn obliga- 
tion to respect his duty asa party defenant in 
@ vast and important proceeding in the court 
where his rights were fairly considered and 
judicially ascertained,and where there was ren- 
dered a tinal decree from which he never ap- 
pealed; this man stand arraigned for deliberate 
aud outrageous contempt, disregard and defi- 
ance to his duty to bear himself as a lawyer 
and to submit to the statute authority of the 
land and the decisions of the courts. 

“The guilt of the contemnor is overwhelm- 
ingly proven by fomenting litigation and 
urging parties to take possession of those lots 
from interfering with which he was enjoined, 
by urging others to participate with him inthe 
violation, by slandering the title with which 
he was directed by this court not to interfere. 
He has by deeds from persons 
who had no_ existence, put tresspass- 
ers in possession under these forged instruments 
in direct violation of every duty of honorable 
counsel, and defying the whole scope and de- 
cision of the decree, and by assuming an atti- 
tude of a desperate and determined law 
breaker, he has perpetrated the most outrage- 

us and defiant series of contempts which, if 
condoned, the court might as well vacate the 
bench and the country abolish its courts. 

“The respect due the courts whose order he has 
repudiated, the people whose laws he has defied, 
the state whose welfare and good name he has 
gkeriously wronged, and society which he has 
threatened with all that anarchy and socialism 
which tiows from lawless and high-handed crime 
demands his punishment at the bar of that justice 
he has so seriously wronged. He is therefore held 
guilty of contempt and stands convicted.” 

TO JAIL FOR FIVE MONTHS. 

Judge Speer then suggested that the coun- 
sel on both sides step with him into his cham- 
ber, and advise him as to the condition of 
Hall’s family, and help him to fully under- 
stand the circumstances before sentence was 
passed. After being out just thirty minutes 
they returned, when the judge sentenced 
Hall to five months imprisonmentin Chatham 
county jail. 

The prisoner remained unmoved and no out- 
ward sign denoted that he had even heard 
his sentence. ‘‘Your honor,’’ and Attorne 
Erwin addressed the judge, ‘‘we would as 
that the prisoner be allowed to remain in 
custody in this city until to-morrow afternoon, 
that he may have the chance to say good-bye 
to his five dear daughters, some 
of whom are in Eastman. He 
would be grateful for a few 
moments in which to arrange for their fu- 
ture before their only protection is thrust into 
@ prison cell.”’ 

Hardly had the words ‘“‘daughters’’ passed 
the lips of the attorney before Hall’s hanker- 
chicf was to his eyes and tears flowing. 

Then, it was, that the first sympathy that 
had yet gone out to Hall was felt? 

A WEEPING DAUGHTER FAINTS. 

Presently, a sob was heard coming from the 
district attorney’s room. Then another, and 
another, and finally, a heart-rending scream. 
Hall’s two daughters had learned their fath- 
er’s fate. 

With tears streaming from his eyes the pris- 
oner was hastily carried to them, but uncon- 
sciousness had relieved the grief of one andthe 
other fell almost fainting on her father’s neck. 
It was, indeed, a sad scene! 

OTHER TRIALS. 

It is understood that the trial for contempt 
fs only the beginning of the charges that will 
be inade by the Dodge company. At the May 
term of Dodgesuperior court, Hall will be pros- 
ecuted for forgery, and afterwards, prosecuted 
in the United States.court for perjury. Hall’s 
sentence is considered a very light one, as he 
could not only have received the full sentence 
of one year, but could have been fined as well. 

Colonel Hail is well known to the whole of 
Dodge and adjoining counties, and is one of 
the most prominent lawyers of that sec- 
tion. He represented Dodge county 
in the legislature. He is reported to be worth 
about $25,000.

He Says the Old State House Is Not Suitable 
for the City Hajl and Asserts 
That the Records Are Safe. 


The resolution to purchase the old state- 
house fora city hall was referred to the finance 
committee of the general cotincil when intro- 


duced in that body four or five weeks ago by 
Hon. William H. Hulsey, junior councilman 


from the third ward. “r 
The finance committee made an adverse re- 


port upon it. 

When the resolution was taken up by the 
board it was thoroughly discussed and the 
scheme was carefully investigated. The com- 
mittee discovered no great good accruing to 
the city by the purchase and every member 
voted for the adverse report. The chairman 
of the committee, Hon. Hugh T. Inman, went 
through the building from top to bottom, and 


now says: 

“The building would not‘suit usand the com- 
mittee believing that was unanimous in oppos- 
ing it for several reasons.”’ 

‘‘What are those reasons?’’ he was asked. 

‘In the first place it will take $30,000 or 
$40,000 to put the building in condition for 
public purposes which would make the bnild- 
ing cost us $160,000. The interest on that at 
five per cent would be $8,000. Isay at five per 
cent because we were offéred at that time what 
money we may want-by- Boston capitalists at 
that rate. The individuals owning it as they 
now do, it brings the city a tax’ at one and a 
half per cent which we would lose if the city 
owned it. These two. put vaRsner make 
about $10,000 we would lose. @ are now 
getting our offices fora rental of about $3,500, 
and the city officials all have comfortable 
offices.”’ 

‘‘Are they comfortable ?”’ 

“There has been no complaint that I know 
of. The officers are paid reasonable salaries, 
and should be satisfied.”’ 

“To make this change,’ continued Mr. 
Inman, ‘‘would mean a loss to the city of 
something over $6,000 a year. Then we'd 
simply have an-old building with which no 
city could feel satisfied.”’ 

“And you th——?”’ 

‘There is anothes 
the building rest in hands of the present 
owners we will get, say $1,900 a year, in taxes, 
which would be about four per cent on $50,000 
of bonds. Then to sell the two engine houses 
and the station house, as Mayor Glenn thinks 
he can, for $75,000, would give us $125,000 
to invest if we chose to, though I wish to be 
understood as being opposed to any- new 
arrangement about a city hall at this time, as 
I think we are doing very well. If we go to 
crowding things we may injure the city’s 
credit.’’ 

“But the great objection to the present 
quarters is the danger to the records. There 
is no vault.” 

‘I think that feature of the. story amounts 
to but little, asin the old capitol there is, I 
believe, but one vault, which would 
be taken up by either the comptroller or the 
clerk. We have just supplied the comptroller 
with a handsome new safe at a cost of $700 
within the last few months, so I don’t see how 
a change would benefit that question any.” 

“Then, too,’ Mr. Inman continued, ‘‘this 
building is already there, and the city is get- 
ting an income fromitin the way of taxes. 
When it is necessary to have a building of our 
own, we can build just what we want. Then 
if we owned that building, we would have 
to pay the insurance on it, which would bea 
ee item of expense we do not now

ABOUT TWO ROADS THE CENTRAL I8 
INTERESTED IN. 


he Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama 
and the Chattanooga, Rome and Co- 
lumbus—All Over the State. 


A decision of great importance to the Geor- 

ia melon growers has been made by the Cen- 
tral Traftic association. 

It is given briefly in this letter directed to 
Commissioner Thomas H. Carter, of the 


Bouthern Railway and Steamship association: 
CENTKAL TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION, CHICAGO, 
March ith, 1890.—The freight committee decided 
pn the 13th instant that where southern roads 

ascertain the wel ight of melons or other property; 
attach to way-bills the certificate of sworn weigh- 
ers and enter on way-bills the gross, tare and net 
weights, and also make notation, ‘weighers’ cer- 
tificate attached,’ such property shall be accepted 
and passed without re-weighin by Central Traffic 
@ssociation lines. G.R “Braxc SHARD,

The Central association, though not the only 
one into whose territory these shipments go 
from the south, is by far the most important, 


comprising forty trunk lines—counting the 
‘ western New Yorkand Pennsylv ania railroads 


as one system. 

Of the five or six traffic associations to whom 
Jetiers on this subject were addressed by Com- 
azuissioner Carter, the Central is the only one 
that has taken favorable action. 

None of them have yet adopted the eight 


mills per mile per ton rate granted by the 


Soutliern Railway and Steamship association. 
Colonel Carter has notified President G. R. 
McKee, of the Melon Growers’ association, of 


‘the action taken by the Central association. 


About the Central. 
The question is—does the Central own or 
the Chattancoga, Rome and Co- 
Jumbus? 

It is denied officially, but the denial doesn’t 
cover the outcome of negotiations now going 
on, and for this and several other reasons a 
great deal of interest is felt in the matter. 

In the first place the Central has taken in 
the minority stockholders of the Savannah, 
Griftin and North Alabama railroad. The 
minority stockholders of the Port Royal and 
Augusta have also been provided for. As yet 
it is not known what they received for the 
stock. 

}oth cases were settled on motiou of the 
complainants, Attorney-General Anderson 
taking the order in the Savannah, 
Grittin and North Alabama case yester- 
day. The minority stockholders of both 
reads have been satisfied, _ the court was re- 
lieved of the burden of sifting out the evi- 
dence and adjudicating the matter. 

Now this means that the road from Griffin 
to Carrollton—sixty miles long—passes quietly 
into the control of the Central. Heretofore it 
has not been improved because of the litiga- 
tion—now it becomes the interest-of that road 
to improve it. 

Now, if the Central has secured control of 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus from 
Carrollton to Chattanooga, it carries them to 
Chattanooga, independent of the Western and 
Atlantic. 

The distance from Chattaneoga to Carrolton 
fs 140 miles, from Carrolton to Griffin 60 and 
from Griftin to Macon is 60 more. 

In other words, if this rumor is true the 
Central hasa road from Chattanooga, going 
around Atlanta to Macon, and it will make 
little or no difference what becomes of the 
Western and Atlantic. 

In fact, the business of the Central was 
already suffering because of the uncertain 
status of the State road—its only access into 
Chattanooga, and the purchase of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Coluinbus would be a pres- 
ent benefit,as well asa provision for the 
future. 

The Atlanta and Florida. 

The Atianta and Florida is booming! 

The increase of gross receipts for the past 
-8ix months over the same period last year is 
6ixty-six per cent. 

During the past season the Atlanta and 
Florida forwarded to the ports 27,102 bales, 
being an increase of 22,100 bales over previous 
season. Cotton forwarded from line of road 
amounted to 18,023 bales, making total of 
45,125 bales handled during the past season. 

This year the increase will be mucly greater 


than for last year. ; 

President R. F. Maddox is ‘keeping 
his road thoroughly abreast of the 
movement, buying ears and rolling 
stock and adding improvements almost 
constantly. Three cars were purchased yester- 
day—two passenger coaches and a baggage car— 
and an engine or two will be bought at once. 
Within sixty days, the connection will be made 
with the Macon and Birmingham, and to meet 
the ae of business new “rolling stock will 
be added as the need arises. 

Some important changes are to be made. As 
stated in yesterday’s Constitution, Mr. Cecil 
Gabbett is to resign as general manager of the 
Atlanta and Florida. The resignation will be 
accepted, taking effect on the ist of April. 

When Mr. Gabbett goes out, the oftice of 
general manager will be abolished, and his 
successor will be styled the superintendent. 

Already the superintendent has been 
— so President Maddox stated yester-

One line has been located between ylacauga 
and Shelby ironworks; another between Co- 
lumbiana and a point one mile north of Long- 
view, .andathird between Columbiana 
and Calera. Whi€hi route... will. be 
adopted has not been decided. The road will 
pass Shelby ironworks, but whether it will 
strike Columbiana or notisnot known.

Large forces are at 
work cutting crossties and widening the em- 
bankment fills along the line of the Anniston 
and Atlantic for the purpose of broadening the 
gauge.

Atlanta and Agitation. 

We regret exceedingly that the gentlemen 

who met in the hall of the 1890 club last 
_evening took action favoring another prohi- 
bition election. 

Whether prohibition is right og not right, 
now is not time for the agitation. ‘There never 
was a time in the history of Atlanta when 
business was so brisk, when prosperity was 
so general, when the old spirit of Atlanta

seen prospects of a still more magnificent 
future. The injection at this time of agi- 
tation upon this question would be most 
unfortunate. 

We regret that the preliminary step has 
been taken, but hope these gentlemen 
haven't gone_so far that they cannot at 
least put off the election until some time in 
the future when the need for it may be 
more apparent. With the sensible advice 
of such leaders as Judge Anderson and 
Judge Hammond as the keynote, it is to be 
hoped that the conservative prohibionists of 
Atlanta will do all in their power to pre- 
vent this agitation going any farther.

The Judges’ Salary Bill. 

The house judiciary committee shows a 
mistaken and unjust idea of the situation in 
giving a few federal judges in the great 
cities a substantial increase of salary, while 
it restricts the great body of these hard- 
worked and useful judicial officers to a_beg- 
garly increase of $500. 

The senate, by the prompt and decided 
vote of 37 to 13, passed the bill giving all the 
district judges $5,000. In this, we think, 
the house might well concur. In Canada, 
judges with a jurisdiction corresponding to 
that of our district judges are paid three 
times as much. All civilized peoples recog- 
nize the vital importance of an independent 
judiciary, and however beautiful the judici- 
ary system may be in theory, no. body of 
judges can be regarded independent who are 
pressed for the necessities of life. None are 
capable of fearless and elevated performance 
of duty when the cares of daily life and the 
maintenance of their households thrust 
themselves upon attention in hours which 
should be concentrated on the- public busi- 
ness. All the judges should be relieved from 
the pinchings of poverty, and it is whelly 
illogical to pay a metropolitan judge $6,000 
and a judge in Atlanta, Macon, or Savannah 
$4,000. The jurisdiction is the same. An 
equal degree of talent, culture and legal ac- 
quirements are essential. A judge outside 
of New York or Chicago may be called onto 
decide in one case a vital legal or constitu- 
tional principle which for centuries may in- 
here in the country’s jurisPrudence, to pro- 
tect the liberty and the property of the 
people. The judges should be, therefore, 
compensated for the duties they may be 
called on to perform. Besides, the judge in 
a large city can remain all the year in the 
comfort and comparative economy of home, 
The judges elsewhere have usually two or 
three places for holding court, with the con- 
sequent large additional expense of hotel 
billls and traveling expenses, to say nothing 
of the discomfort, inconvenience and separa- 
ration for weeks and months from their 
families. ‘To illustrate: In South Carolina 
Judge Simonton must hold his courts in 
Charleston and also in Greenville. In 
Georgia, by recent legislation, Judge Speer 
has three divisions of his district, in Savan- 
nah, Augusta and Macon, and Judge New- 
man will soon have as many in Atlanta, 
Columbus and Athens. Each of these gen- 
tlemen gave up a large and lucrative prac- 
tice to go on the bench, and the pittance 
now accorded them is wholly unworthy the 
important services they render the public. 

We take little stock in the animadvers- 
fons directed at the federal judiciary in the 
south. These are neither politic or just. 
The importance of the federal courts, and 
the responsibility of the judges, have largely 
increased with the natural development of 
the country. The essentials of the office 
are, therefore, more important and the labor 
more valuable to the people, and the judges 
should be adequately paid. We trust that 
the Georgia dclegation in the house will see 
to it that there is no discrimination against 
Georgia judges in behalf of New York or 
Chicago or any other place, and justice to 
the state and its mighty and growing inter- 


ests demands as much at their hands.

THATS THE CHARGE IN ANSWERTO 
WHICH FOUR BONDS 


Were Made by Four Young White Men from 
Elbert County—The Gainesville-At- 
lanta Perjurer Convicted. 


Another conspiracy case. 

This time it is four young white men from 
Elbert county. W. P. Clarke, J. H Mattox, 
P. H. Ham and W.B. Clarke. They were 
arrested at Elberton and bronght down by 
Deputy Marshal Yancey Carter. Colonel J. 
P. Shannon, their counsel, accompanied them. 

Each gave bond inthe sumof $1,000, and 
then went back home. 

They are charged with having beaten a 
wite man, named W. P. Henry, for voting the 
republican ticket in the last presidential 
election. 

They were indicted by the county grand jury 
for assault and battery, and convicted. 

The United States grand jury, which con- 
yened soon afterward, returned no true bill 
against them. 

But the next United States grand jury, which 
convened only a short while ago, returned true 
bills against all four of them for conspiracy. 

So after being convicted and punished in the 
state courts for an offense, they are to be tried 
in the federal courts for the same ofcnse. 
~¥Mara ek,” they Say. 

‘The Gainesville-Atianta Perjurer. 

The queerest case that has come up here in 
United States court circles-for a long time 
past was that of the moonshiner, John Gilbert, 
of Habersham county, charged with perjury. 

He was a witness for the government in the 
case of Jim Busha, before Commissioner Gas- 
ton. at Gainesville. There his evidence was 
positive and very damaging indeed to Busha. 

Now, it was proven that Busha had offered 
Gilbert $10 to alter his testimony when the 
case camé up before Judge Newman. It was 
not proven thatthe $10 was accepted or the 
trade made, but‘at any rate the testimony be- 
fore Jude Newman was}very positive, irrecon- 
cilable with Gilbert’sevidence at Gainesville, 
and it acquitted Busha, who was found ‘‘not 
guilty.’’ 

Judge Newman ordered Gilbert arrested for 
perjury, and a warrant was drawnup, in 
which it was specified thatin the city of At- 
lanta, the said Gilbert did, on said day, perjure 
himself, etc. 

It was evident that the moohsiner had 
perjured himself either in Atlanta, or in 
Gainesville, but before he could be 
convicted of perjury here, it had to be 
shown that what he said in Gaines- 
ville was the truth, and vice versa. How 
could it be established which was the truth ? 

But the charge was that he perjured him- 
selfin Atlanta. Jim Busha swore that what 
Gilbert said here was the truth, and Busha’s 
acquittal corroborated this. Of course, all of 
Busha’s witnesses swore that Gilbert’s testi- 
mony before Judge Newman, agreeing with 
their own testimony, was the truth, whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. ~ 

Finally, Gilbert himself swore that he was 
not guilty of perjury in Atlanta; that what he 
swore here was the truth. 

“It has been proven,” said Commissioner 
Haight, after the evidence and 
argument were concluded,” that this 
man is as truthful as George 
Washington, and that heis absolutely innocent 
of the crime with which he is charged.’’ 

‘‘But, your honor,” said Assistant District 
Attorney Angier, ‘‘we have provedthat he 
must have committed perjury, for he swore 
here the direct opposite of what he swore in 
Gainesville.”’ 

‘*There is a specific charge against the pris- 
oner,’’ said the commissioner, ‘‘and there is no 
evidence to show that heis guilty of the charge. 
I cannot hold the prisoner under this warrant.” 

But Attorney Angier, who had been writing 
very hurriedly for a minute or two, was on his 
feet again in-an instant. 

‘*T ask your honor to hold this man, said he, 
‘‘for I have here a warrant charging him with 
perjury at Gainesyille.”’ 

His second case was plain sailing. It had 
been established that what Gilbert 
swore here was the truth, and the very same 
witnesses and very same evidence were 
brought to prove that he had perjured him- 
self at Gainesville.

A GREAT ADMIRER OF ATLANTA. 


A Denver Physician Talks of the City and 
the People. 

A recent number of the Denver Times de- 
votes a column to an interview with Dr. A. 8. 
Everett. 

Dr. Everett takes Atlanta and the new 
south as his theme. Inthe course of his re- 
marks he said: 

“Colorado is not the only state in the union 
that is entering upon an era of prosperity. The’ 
whole south is imbued with new life, and is

being converted into a new land as fast aw-tus., 


wheels of time ¢3.;tcrn. Thisis true of the 
Wuule south. The same push and energy that 
built up the west characterizes the people 
there, and hamlets of a few years ago are 
cities today.”’ 

Of Atlanta Dr. Everett speaks in enthusi- 
astic terms. He said: 

‘One of the most remarkable cities in the 
south, when vim is considered, is Atlanta, Ga. 
It is so much like Denver in that respect that 
I felt quite at home all the time I was there. 
But if Atlanta, as a city, was the most back- 
ward and uninviting place in the world ‘a per 
son could not fail to enjoy himself while in 
the care of the citizens, who are, Iam safe in 
saying, the most hospitable people on the face 
of the globe. 

“‘T found no war, nor even any traces of the 
war. Thé@ race war? Oh, the only race war 
in the south is being fought in the northern 
papers. Of course there are white men 
and bad biack men down there, the same as 
there are here, and they fight among them- 
selves and with each other, and their quarrels 
are often distorted intoa race war by enter- 
prising newspaper reporters; but they canin 
no fairness be considered such. Why, doesn’t 
the south cry ‘race war’ when the horthern 
white caps commit their depredations? There 
is no race war.”’ 

When asked ‘about the matter of a free bal- 
lot, he continues: 

‘About ‘the free ballot® That is another 
crime that is practiced only in the columns of 
the newspapers. The ballot is just as free in 
the south as itis here, and if may judge 
from the legal efforts that are being made to 
oust Mayor Londoner, I should say, much 
freer. The world is full of iniquity, but it is 
pretty well distributed.”’ 

Then he speaks of the great loss the country 
sustained in Mr. Grady’s death. 

“Atlanta and the south—yes, the wholé 
United States has suffered a great loss in the 
death of the Hon. Henry W. Grady. He was 
the idol of the south, and their guiding star. 
He wasted no time in idle words, and what he 
said was accepted as right. The influence 
which this man exercised over the community 
was marvelous. His great aimin life was to 
bring the north and the south together closer 
than they were before the war. But even with 
this great task before him, he was ever watch- 
ful of Atlanta’s interests, and never forgot 
the poor.”’

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, March 21.—Dulinessin the stock 
market, which wes the most conspicuous feature 
yesterday, was even more intense today until the 
last hour,when the only approach to activity was 
had.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, March 2i—Wheat—A large business 
was transactediand a higher range of prices estab- 
lished for May, while more deferred futures did 
not folisw the advance and ruled rather weaker. 
The opening was about 4c lower than yesterday’s 
closing, but the market quickly developed 
strength under large buying orders, especially for 
May, and as offerings were not large prices were 
advanced for May delivery %c, then followed a 
reaction of %c@‘c, again rallied, prices advanc- 
ing to outside range, eased off, and at the closing 
wasabout %c higher for May than yesterday. 
June and July deliveries did not follow the ad- 
vance. Shorts were covered freely for May, and 
operators were reluctant about selling short for 
that delivery, evidently fearing manipulation, 
liable On account of the limited supply of wheat 
athand. The action of the market would indicate 
that short sellers had changed their interests to 
July delivery. The market today was bulled some 
oma report from New York that while there were 
no exports of wheat reported some 224,000 bushels 
had cleared late yesterday and would show up to- 
morrow. Advices were received from California 
reporting more rain and Sacramento Valley 
flooded; also that recent frosts had done some 
damage to wheat. Snow was reported at Minne- 
apolis, but the weather in the west is generally 
reported fine. 

Corn—There was a fair amount of speculative 
business, and the situation was relatively firm 
early, influenced largely by its strength of wheat, 
but later an easier tone was developed, due largely 
to large estimated receipts. The market opened 
at vesterday’s closing prices; was firm fora time, 
and sold up atrifie.

Hon. Hugh T. Inman, chairman of the 
finance committee ef the general council, re- 
turned yesterday from Florida, where he has 
been for the past week or ten days. 

And Mr. Inman. has something to say about 
that $100,000 mistake. 

“The first I Knew about the agitation of this 
question,’’ he said, ‘‘was seeing it in Tur Con- 
STITUTION.” 

“Do you know anything more about it than | 
was printed ?”’ he was asked. 

“Well, yes. In the first place I don’t blame 
Comptroller Goldsmith, but if anybody is re- 
sponsible for the mistake, he is.” 

‘How so?”’ 

‘‘Because he had been clerk for years, and 
before that city treasurer, and I got my infor- 
mation from the clerk’s office, the records hay- 
ing been made by Mr. Goldsmith. . But that 
$100,000 was Tiot the only error found there.”’ 

“Then others were found?” 

“Yes. The record showed $300,000 
due January Ist, 1890, in addition 
to the $100,000 now in the Lowry 
bank. Arrangements would have been made 
to pay these at the time had I not by an ac- 
cident ascertained that they will not be due 
for six or seven years. During the time the 
making of the new bonds was being consid- 
ered Mr. Humphreys Castleman brought me 
one of that $300,000 issue, and called my at- 
tention to it. So you see but for that accident 
we would probably have had the other $300,- 
000 sold.’’ 

“Then who is to blame?” 

“T do not blame Mr. Goldsmith, as I have 
said, because it seemed to be an error in 
making up the printed records. But certainly 
he ought not to blame me or anybody else, as 
he was employed by the city to keep things 
straight. The chairman of the finanee com- 
mitttee nor no other member of the general 
council is expected to keep the books of the 
city. Mr. Goldsmith did write the ordinance, 
at my request, ashe says. I asked him to 
write it, becanse he was more familiar 
with how such papers should be worded.”’ 

‘How much will the city lose by the mis- 
take?”’ 

“The loss to the city nets $500. We lose six 
months interest on $100,000 at four per cent. 
That is $2,000. Captain Lowry acted very 
kindly about the matter and helped us out of 
the difiiculty nicely by agreeing to pay the in- 
terest for the whole six months at three per 
centa year.
